Mr .  Chairman ,  Gen t 1 emen , 

In  the  introductory  letter  to  my  annual  Report  for  1972,  I  referred  to 
the  probability  that,  ha v4fc.fi  regard  to  the  timetable  of  Local  Government  and 
National  Health  Service  Reorganisation,  it  was  unlikely  that  a  similar  Report 
for  1973  could  be  presented  to  existing  Authorities  before  this  demise  on 
31st  March ,  197^*  Much  of  the  essential  data  normally  presented  in  .  nnual 
Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  C..ief  Public  Health  Inspector 
is  not  available  until  the  second  quarter  of  the  following  year  -  for  example 
population  data  supplied  by  the  Registrar  -  General,  or  data  collected  locally 
from  other  agencies  of  Lccal  Government. 

i/ithin  the  last  few  days  however,  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  has  written  to  all  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  requesting  that,'  wherever  possible,  Local  authority  Health  Departments 
should  prepare  an  ..nnual  Report,  albeit  abbreviated,  for  1973 }  to  ensure  that 
it  can  be  made  available  -  updated  if  necessary  -  to  successor  Authorities, 
kith  the  present  pressure  of  work  in  Local  ..uthority  Health  Departments  it 
would  in  any  case  be  impossible  at  present  tc  prepare  the  report  in  its  usual 
form.  There  is  moreover  the  problem  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  present 
this  formally  to  Councils  in  the  usual  way. 

In  consultaion  with  other  officers  in  the  Department,  I  am,  therefore, 
arranging  that  this  report  will  be  based  on  the  information  avaiible  locally 
at  28th  February,  197^>  in  the  hope  that  it  can  be  ready  for  duplication  by 
about  11th  March,  and  despatched  about  15th  March.  I  would  hope  that  it  can 
be  formally  accepted  by  those  Councils  meeting  after  that  date,  but 
members  of  .authorities  wi 1 1  appreciate  that  there  is  no  statutory  need  for  them 
to  formally  approve  or  accept  the  report  -  the  obligation  is  on  the  Medical 
Officer  to  present  it. 

In  order  to  reduce  the  clerical.  workload  we  have  attempted  to  prune 
comment  drastically  and  to  ccncentra.te  on  presenting  in  tabular  form  such  data 
as  is  available,  on  the  assumption  that  this  will  be  of  most  use  as  a  matter 
of  record  and  to  those  of  you  who  will  be  serving  as  members  of  new  ..uthorities  - 
whether  Metropolitan  District  Councils,  Health  Authorities  or  associated 
advisory  or  Consultative  Bodies.  V/e  have  attempted  where  possible  to  give 
"estimated"  figures  based  on  local  returns  where  corrected  annual  figures 
are  not  yet  available,  e.g.,  the  TcjjgL  Deaths  by  multiplying  the  deaths  in  the 
first  eleven  months  of  the  year  by  W  11. 

ke  have  had  to  eliminate  completely  certain  sections  where  the  available 
data  is  either  so  incomplete  as  to  preclude  "estimates",  or  where  analysis  of 
existing  data  would  be  so  time-consuming  as  to  delay  our  printing  and 
distribution  of  the  report. 

I  am  acutely  conscious  that  this  report  is  thus,  in  many  respects,  a  much 
less  informative  document  than  those  of  my  predecessors,  whose  high  standards 
I  have  endeavoured  to  maintain.  Yet  I  am  delighted  at  the  belated  recognition 
of  their  value  as  an  irreplaceable  source  of  local  information;  it  is  perhaps 
an  indication  that  the  planners  and  legislators  for  the  Reorganised  Local 
Government  and  Health  Service  have  suddenly  realised  that  Local  ..uthority 
Health  Departments  were  geared  up  to  the  publication  of  information  that  would 
not  otherwise  have  been  generally  available.

In  just  four  weeks  tine  the  honourable  office  of  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  will  pass  into  history,  the  phoenix  of  "Community  Physicians"  arising 
from  the  ashes.  It  is  not  for  ne  to  forecast  how  effective  the  new  systems 
of  Health  Care  will  eventually  prove  -  I  would  only  again  ask  that  Members 
of  /.uthorities,  and  the  public,  make  reasonable  allowance  for  those 
problems  and  confusion  that  may  arise  in  the  immediate  future  when  those  of 
us  with  any  Administrative  responsibilities  are  trying  to  get  the  new 
machinery  into  operation.  I  personally  am  pfoud  to  have  held  office  as  a 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  to  have  had 
the  opportunity  to  serve  in  the  National  Health  Service  since  its  inception 
in  1948.

The  County  District  lies  immediately  to  the  east  of  the  Oldham 
u:uv  Borough  boundary,  and  abuts  the  County  boundary  of  the  Rest  Riding 
^x  Yorkshire  (Saddleworth  U.D.),  being  situated  on  the  westerly  slopes  of 
he  Pennine  Range. 

Lees,  as  a  township,  was  developed  around  cotton  mills  which 
provided  the  principal  source  of  local  employment.  Two  of  the  mills 
(Owl  and  Leesbrook)  are  in  current  production  and  a  third  (Majestic) 
is  currently  being  modernised;  a  modern  single  storey  factory  situated 
off  Turner  Street,  produces  double  glazinC  and  agricultural  machinery  is 
produced  at  the  Stamford  Mill,  St.  John  Street:  the  ..corn  Mill, 

St.  John  Street,  Lees  is  a  large  plumber's  merchant  warehouse  and  a  small 
carpet  factory  is  situated  in  Mellor  Street.  The  major  source  of  factories 
employment  in  the  district  is  provided  by  the  above  mentioned,  together  with 
the  selling  of  commodities  by  retail. 

Two  main  roads  serve  the  district  -  Huddersfield  Road  (a.  62 
Liverpool-Leeds-Hull  Trunk  Road)  in  the  North  Ward  and  High  Street  (a. 669) 
is  located  in  the  central  and  South  Wards  of  the  district.

May  I  submit  herewith  the  ..nnual  RCp-ort  on  the  work  carried  cut  by  the 
Staff  cf  the  Department  and  the  environment  of  the  Urban  district  for  the 
twelve  months  ended  3 1st  December,  1973 <  Due  to  local  government  reorganisation 
on  the  1st  ...ril,  the  production  of  this  report  is  in  modified  form  due  to 
restricted  time  available  for  the  production  of  figures  from  records  and 
statistics. 

Housing  Clearance  was  restricted  -.luring  the  year  due  to  slow  progress 
on  the  prevision  cf  new  dwellings,  22  number  single  bedroom  flats  on  the 
Providence  H  use  Site  being  near  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year.  A  modified 
proposal  for  the  land  at  the  junction  of  High  Street/Spring  L„ne  now  makes  the 
site  available  for  the  construction  of  10  number  single  bedroom  flats,  and  the 
redevelopment  of  a  small  plot  of  land  at  the  junction  of  Belmont  Street/S;Jring 
Lane  was  approved  in  principle.  A  housing  layout  including  3  bedroom  houses 
and  a  sheltered  housing  scheme  with  community  room  and  warden  accommodation 
is  projected  on  land  off  Medlock  1/ay,  Lees. 

Refuse  Collection  was  maintained  with  some  difficulty  on  a  weekly  frequency 
during  the  year,  and  an  additional  loader  was  introduced  into  the  collection  team. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Dr.  Brackenridge, 
Dr.  Curtis  and  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  Health  Office  for  assistance  throughout 
the  year,  Council  staff  members  (in  particular  Miss  A.  Bardsley)^ Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  support  during  1973*

The  district  is  drained  cn  a  partially  separate  system,  with 
foul  drainage  conveyed  to  the  Cldhr.ru  sewering  system  via  throe  recorder 
chambers,  such  flow  being  recorded  in  order  that  the  proportionate  costs 
sewage  treatment  at  Slacks  Valley  Sewage  .L  rks,  Chadderton,  can  be 
arrived  at . 

Surface  water  dra.inage  is  achoived  by  means  cf  the  river  Medlock 
and  Thornley  Brook,  the  latter  stream  linking  with  the  river  Medlock  at 
Holts. 


Forty  three  new  dwel lings  (21  private  and  22  Council  dwellings) 
were  connected  to  the  sewering  system  during  the  year,  each  site  being 
connected  to  the  separate  system. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

(i)  Domestic  Refuse  Collection 


Weekly  collection  cf  domestic  refuse  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  by  means  of  an  S.  &  D.  'Fere  and  Aft'  20  cu.yds  rear-loading 
collection  vehicle  manned  by  a  driver/loador  and  three  loaders.  The 
collection  service  was  supplemented  on  a  regular  basis  by  a  5  ton 
Bedford  tipping  vehicle  used  for  extra  collections  in  the  form  of  bulky 
articles  such  as  old  furniture  and  domestic  appliances. 

Replacement  cf  dustbins  is  carried  out  by  the  local  authority 
the  cost  being  borne  by  the  rate  fund;  the  type  of  dustbin  provided 
is  the  B.3.  mild  steel  G  Ivanised  taper  bin  2-2  cu.ft.  capacity,  fitted 
itl.  a  rubber  lid.  154  dustbins  were  issued  during  the  year, 23  cf 
which  were  issued  to  new  properties. 

(ii)  Domestic  Refuse  Disposal 


Refuse  collected  during  the  year  was  disposed  of  at  the  Saddleworth 
Urban  District  Council  site  at  High  Moor,  Doctor  Lane,  Scouthead,  where 
the  method  of  disposal  is  by  Controlled  Tir.ing. 

(iii)  Disposal  of  Old  Motor  Vehicles. 


arrangements  have  again  been  maintained  with  Messrs.  ..shmond  Motors 
(local  vehicle  dismantlers)  to  ensure  the  removal  and  storage  for 
disposal  of  abandoned  and  derelict  motor  vehicles. 

(iv)  Street  Cleansing. 


The  Lacre/Bedford  Suction  Sweeper  was  utilised  during  the  year, 
permitting  an  efficient  street  cleansing  service;  the  machine  is  fitted 
with  a  wandering  hose  to  assist  with  gully  emptying  operations. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


One  trained  employee  is  engaged  ,n  a  part  time  basis  in  this 
service.  Survey  and  inspection  work  is  carried  out  throughout  the 
district  on  a  regular  basis,  individual  complaints  are  promptly  inspected 
and  treatments  effected.  Bi-annual  maintenance  treatments  were  compileted 
during  the  year. 

Mice  infestations  are  treated  by  the  use  of  alphachloralose  and 
in  a  few  cases  traps  have  given  success.  Coumatetralyl  is  now  used  to 
treat  rat  infestations. 

6l  mice  and  50  rat  infestations  (all  minor)  received  treatment 
during  the  year.
